GSR. 852:—In cxeicise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article: 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the Indian Foreign 
Sorvicc, Branch ‘B’ (Recruitment, C idro, Seniority and Promo¬ 
tion) Rules, 1964, namely : 

(1) These rules may be called the Indian Foreign Service 
Branch ‘B' (Recruitment, Cadre, Seniority and Pro¬ 
motion) Amendment Rulc9, 1985. 

(2) They shall Como into force on 1st day of July, 1985, 

2. In tho Indian Foreign Service, Branch ‘B’ (Recruitment 
Cadre, Seniority and Promotion) Rules, 1964 (hereafter refer¬ 
red to as the said rules), for rule 12 of the following rules shall 
be substituted, namely 

“12. Recruitment to Grade l of the General Cadre :— 

(l) Subject to the provisions of sub-rule (2), vacancies in 
Grade I of the General Cadre shall be filled be promotion 
of the permanent officers of the Integrated Grades 11 
and III of the General Cadre and of permanent offi¬ 
cers of thr Selection Grade of tho Stenographers 
Cadre who havo worked as Section Officers in the In- 
tegiated Grade II and 111 of tho General Cadre for 
atleast a period of two years : 
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Provided that an officer of the Selection Grade of the 
Stenographers’ Cadre who has not worked in the 
Integrated Grades 1L and III for the said period of 
two years shall also be considered for promotion to

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriago is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and tft other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, except any person, from the operation of this 

rule. 

5. Power to relax : 'Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, 
for reasons to be recorded in writing, and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission relax any of the provisions of these 
rules in respect of any class or category of persons. 

■ < 5 . Saving._Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be provide 

for the candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories in accordance with the orders 
issued by the Central Government from time to time in this regard.

6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation cf age limit, and other concessions required to be 
srovided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time tc time 
in this regard.
